In THE excess of their prosperity and success in 
gathering in the hard-earned dollars of the farmers 
HardQuestions20d other out-of-town consumers the 

for mail order concerns are apt to ignore 

Mail Order certain points of equity which naturally 

Houses. arise in the minds of individuals who 
are public-spirited enough to take into their calcula- 
tions the common interests of the section or community 
in which they live. It is not reasonable to expect that 
the managers of these mammoth concerns should 
waste any time or money in sentiment or that they 
should devote the smallest fraction of their precious 
time to looking after the personal interests or affairs 
of the toilers afield. They are too busy over their 
plans for the extension of their vast establishments and 
their schemes for gathering in the coin to pay for such 
extensions. They. can’t see any reason for concerning 
themselves over the conditions which surround their 
customers; it is the money they are after. What 
matters it to them whether schools or churches are 
built or not. The only books that to their way of 
thinking are worthy of a place on the farmer’s table 
are their catalogues. That is the kind of literature 
they think should be in the hands of the people, to the 
exclusion of everything else. Even the “young idea” 
should be educated up to a taste for the splendid bar- 
gains exploited in their intensely interesting works, so 
that when they grow up they will know how and 
where to buy. From the ground up the people, they 
think, should learn to lay hold upon their particular 
brand of doctrine and apply themselves diligently and 
unceasingly to the business of building up their mam- 
moth fortunes, 

When the out-of-town buyer takes a mail-order cata- 





logue in hand and proceeds to the selection of some- 
thing that he contemplates purchasing he becomes so 
enwrapt with the allurements of the volume that he 
neglects to take into consideration some questions of 
very grave import. He should turn over in his mind, 
as he turns over the leaves of the catalogue the various 
benefits which he and the community in which he lives 
do not receive through his patronage of mail order 
houses. When he is sending in his order he should 
send also a few inquiries to the conductors of the cata- 
logue system. He should get them to tell him how 
much they are willing to contribute to the grading and 
improvement of the roadways in his section or town. 
He might induce them to telb him also what they 
thought would be a fair amount to contribute to the 
establishment and maintenance of a fire company and 
outfit for the protection of their homes and property ; 
what they would be willing to contribute to the erec- 
tion of a much-needed town hall; how much of their 
influence they would throw into the cause of the town 
in its efforts to obtain additional railway and shipping 
facilities. 

When sending along his cash with order the patron 
might elicit some information from the mail order 
magnates concerning their contributions to charitable 
objects, and, perchance, he might be able to induce 
them to help out in any such project afoot in his own 
community. They would be glad, of course, to con- 
tribute from their vast hoards just a mite of the big 
profits realized through the patronage of out-of-town 
customers. And, while upon this subject, it might be 
well to forestall any possible stroke of misfortune by 
establishing a line of credit with the catalogue house, 
to which he has so often taken his cash trade. It 
would be quite a handy arrangement to be privileged, 
when cash runs low, to send along his order and say 
(as he so often has said to his home dealer), “Charge 
it, please, I will send in the cash in a few days.” There 
could hardly be any objection to a request of this kind 
when strongly backed by the proper credentials. 

Let the patron of catalogue concerns try this plan. 
Put the above questions to them and see what they will 
say. The replies, very likely, will be thoroughly satis- 
factory in one respect—that of removing all doubt 
as to the attitude of mail order houses toward solicit- 
ors of favor. 

And why, let us ask, should not the catalogue con- 
cerns be expected to contribute to the public good of 
towns and communities upon which they draw for sup- 
port? Why should they be absolved while the retail 
dealer, into whose trade territory they are making 
constant and damaging inroads, is looked to for a con- 
tribution every time occasion arises for a “touch” upon 
the people. The local dealer is, in most instances, a 
property-owner and taxpayer and does his part toward 
the advancement of public interests, yet he is over- 
looked by those in his neighborhood who have become 
converts to the mail order system when they want any- 
thing in his line. Instead of aiding him, and through 
him their town, by giving him a chance at their money 
they send it away out of the neighborhood, and it is 
just so much taken out of the sustenance of their 

home body. 

The greed for gain is so rife in the human family 
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that it often blinds to their own interests those who 
are thus afflicted. It is hard to withstand the alluring 
attractions of the bargain counter. Some people will 
risk their very necks in a butt-in bargain rush. 

It is not to be wondered at, then, that the catalogue 
system has its followers. The wonder is, though, that 
so many people in country communities seem oblivious 
to the fact that in saving (?) a dollar through a maii 
order purchase they are putting a nail in the coffin of 
their home prosperity. 








Worp comes to us from over the water that alarm

goods exported, the plate receiving a 
drawback of ninety-nine per cent of the duty when so 
tised for export purposes. Consequently, if the ex- 
port#of canned goods decline the British tin-plate 
manufacturers will suffer. . 

That the exports will decline is a foregone con- 
clusion. We have it on reliable authority that English 
dealers in our canned goods have, since the packing- 
house investigations, been tampering with the labels 
on American cans. This goes to show what is bound 
to befall our export trade in this line. An embargo 
has been placed upon our canned goods that will not 
soon be lifted. It will take something more than the 


published assurance of the packers that everything has 
been made right in the handling and preparation of 


their goods. The stamp of approval of President 
Roosefelt himself (which some addle-pated “reformer” 
has advised) would not suffice to disabuse the minds 
of the English people of the distrust engendered by 
the revelations of our packing-house exposures. It 
will take a long time to wipe out the stain upon our 
brands. of food products and restore them to their 
former high standing with British consumers, if ever 
it can be done. 

At a glance we can see what the effect of this with- 
drawal of trade will be upon our can-making indus- 
try, when not only England, but all the nations of 
Europe refuse to become reconciled’ to the use of 
American canned goods. As yet there is no apparent 
falling-off in the demand for tin, but as the can-mak- 
ing industry is so large a part of the tin-consuming 
power of the United States, it is highly probable that 
at a not far distant day the effect upon tin prices will 
be distinctly felt. 

In the absence of-authentic figures, which we ex- 
pect will soon be forthcoming, we cannot give any- 
thing like an accurate estimate of the loss which will 
be sustained in this branch of American industry. It 
will not be extravagant, however, to place the loss at 
one-third of the output of the factories engaged in 
this work. This loss may be compensated for by an 
increased demand in other lines of tin consumption, 
but from a cursory glance a-field it does not appear 
from what direction such increase is to come. 

To what extent the packing-house exposures have 
affected the ccnsumption of tin at home is not at this 
time accurately ascertainable, but from information 


afloat it has been damaging. A compilation of statis- 
tics on this point would be of interest. Retailers gen- 
erally still report losses in trade on canned meats, and 
the recovery of this trade will at best be very gradual. 

And this is before the pure food law has become 
operative. A foreshadowing, we may say, of what is 
to come. True, the state food commissions have been 
at work—and very vigorously of late—which may to 
some extent account for the spread of distrust among 
consumers of canned goods. An era of regeneration, 
it appears, has set in, and while much in the inter- 
ests of national honor and health is sure to be accom- 
plished, the financial cost will be enormous. 

This is no warning cry—no sounding of alarms. 
There is nothing even remotely suggestive of financial 
distress in the national situation. Business conditions 
in general are so well balanced throughout that we 
would have far to seek to find the faintest cause for 
apprehension of any ebb in the tide of our national 
prosperity.

same strenuous stunt on the tangled roots of mathe- 
matics. 

But time has changed all that. We no longer have 
to saw the wood. All we have to do now, each even- 
ing just before dousing the glim and donning our 
nightie, is to man a couple of hods and meander to 
and fro a few times between the kitchen and the coal- 
shed and dump a twenty-four hours’ supply of the 
dusky dingbats into the bin beside our palatial mod- 
ern range.

Lack of discretion has militated against the busi- 
ness success Of many an otherwise bright and go- 
ahead young man. Something more than push and 
willingness is needed to catch and hold trade or put 
through a deal of any kind. If a person goes into a 
hardware store and calls for a food chopper it does 
not display good business tact on the part of the clerk 
to offer him a sausage stuffer, if the desired article 
is not in stock, Nor is it wholly advisable as a diplo- 
matic move in an exigency of this kind to descant 
upon the merits of a popular make of can-opener 
when not a thing on earth will fill the bill save a cork- 
puller. Illustrative of the force of this argument 
is the yarnlet recently related by W. B. Wilson, secre- 
tary of the United Mine Workers, in a talk about 
business success at a meeting in Scranton, Pa. 

“Success is largely a matter of intelligence,” said 
he. “We are all industrious enough to succeed. It is 
lack of discretion rather than lack of push that keeps 
us back. 

“So many men work stupidly, like the boy in the 
drug store. 

“There was a boy clerking in a drug store to whom 
the druggist said: 

“*You sweep and clean well, but you’re not as good 
a salesman as you should be. To be a good salesman 
you must push, things a bit. Call each patron’s at- 
tention to some article he needs. Thus you may often 
effect an extra sale.’ 

““All right, sir,’ said the boy. 

“And that afternoon he said to an elderly woman 
who had come in after a stamp: 

“‘Anything else, ma’am? Hair dye, cosmetic, 
wrinkle remover, face powder, mole destroyer, skin 
rejuvenator, flabby: 

“But with an exclamation of annoyance the woman 
hastened out before the alert boy was through his 
catalogue of the articles he thought she needed.”

I AM sure that there is not a married man but feels 
that as a handy man about the house he is without a 
peer. Every hardware dealer can call to mind certain 
friends of theirs who started out to save money by 
doing the work themselves, in preference to calling in 
a professional.

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ENGLISH GRATE FIRES. 


I wish that I could accurately outline the origin o/ 
the fog producing grate fire prevalent in London; say: 
one who has personal knowledge of the subject. Un 
fortunately, the leading authorities differ. One set, 
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headed by Lord Soake, F. R. S., who was elevated to 
the peerage for his discovery that whiskey contained 
alcohol, contend that grates ‘were brought over from 
Rome. by the late J. Caesar, builder of the first bridge 
across the Thames river. The Duke of Whatborough, 
however, declares that the grate introduced by . Mr: 
Caesar was discarded by the Britons long before the 
Norman conquest on the ground that it did not pro- 
duce enough smoke to keep up the average of fog. 
William the Conqueror, His Grace contends—and he 
is by no means without supporters—was not only the 
inventor of the open grate, but also the first grower 
of the smoke-producing coal, which even to-day com- 
mands the rate of twenty-one shillings a ton. 

At the present time the people of the United King- 
dom seem hopelessly divided on the question and call 
for no American interference. Hence, until a decision 
has been reached by the British themselves the grate, 
must be judged by its works alone. All we know is 
that it is archaic and smoky and the best known ex- 
ample of non-conductor of heat. 

The average unthinking foreigner who has come to 
London in the winter and has tried to get warm by 
means of a grate fire will madly rush to the nearest 
morgue and ask if there are any vacant slabs. Such 
an action is, of course, insanely facetious. _ Every- 
body knows that a morgue is supposed to be colder 
than a grate heated London room, in spite of the fact 
that the degrees of clamminess are about the same. 

In the half civilized United States of America bar- 
baric steam pipes, hot water pipes, hot air furnace 
pipes and coal stoves prevail to.a wearisome extent. 
Great London, majestic in its adherence to peculiar 
idols, will have none of them. The grate and the 
Union Jack occupy equal places in, London’s esteem, 
and any effort of an American house heating concern 
to introduce mew methods is treated as if it were a for- 
eign invasion—like an armada, in fact. 

The London grate is built into the side of each room 
of a house and each has a flue of its own leading to 
the open air. The ends: of these flues are generally 
discernible side by side on the roof on clear days. 

One day some hundreds of years ago the Duke of 
Gloucester, afterward Richard III., and Wat Tyler 
were walking down Piccadilly when all the flues. on 
one house began to smoke. 

“Wat,” said the Duke, “I'll bet you half a crown 
that the second: flue gives out more smoke than the 
fifth in the next half hour.” 

“You’re on,” replied Wat, “and I'll’ make another 
proposition—that No. r gives out blacker smoke than 
NO. 3.” 

“Agreed,” said the Duke, “but to keep this straight 
| must put it down in my book.” 

rom this incident originated the practice of book- 
iaking which has become so reprehensibly prevalent. 
‘Tow the Duke won all of Tyler’s money in a single 
afternoon and how the Duke’s brother, Clarence, be- 

me so jealous of his wealth that he had to be put 
‘way is, of course, all a matter of record. 

When you leave your room in the morning the land- 
lady will stop you at the door with remarks about the 

eather, 
“I say, sir,” she will remark—and please remember 
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that “say” must be pronounced like “sigh”—“I say, 

sir, but I'll lay the fire in your room, so you can light 

it when you gets ’ome.” 

“Thangkew, Mrs. Perkins,” you say, “Thangkew !” 

You hand her tuppence to show your appreciation 
of her thoughtfulnéss and then go out among man- 
kind. 

“Thangkew, sir! Thangkew!!!” 

When. you return you see in the grate layers of 
paper, kindling wood and a black substance called 
“coal”. To the paper you touch a match, hoping that 
the paper blaze will ignite the wood, and that the lat- 
ter, in turn, will fire up the coal. Alas for your hopes! 
The British newspaper, which lies at the bottom of all 
London grate fires, is so solid and unemotional that 
it won't ¢atch fire in the ordinary way, and you sigh 
for a good old New York “wuxtry”. The British 
newspaper smoulders and belches forth smoke—fifty 
per cent into your room and the other fifty up the 
flue. The kindling wood does likewise, and the slug- 
gish “coal” does worse. 

Occasionally you see a few red gleams supposed to 
be fire. They make a rather pretty contrast to the 
blackness of the grate itselfi—and eventually the grate 
is filled with ashes. 

. As soon as the thermometer sees the ashes it sinks 
into an even deeper slumber, only to be aroused to 
a lethargic interest when you light another fire. 

The evident connivance of grate and thermometer is 
well worth the attention of the new Parliament—but 
since it is an established evil there is little hope that 
the liberal ministry will sanction a penalizing act. 

And yet Londoners will tell you that the coal they 
use, dug from British mines, is “the best in the world, 
and there’s no getting away from that.” Far be it 
from me to make any attack on the morals of British 
coal. In fact, I know that it is a modest, shrinking 
substance, forever hiding its warmth and red blushes 
under the mantle of heavy smoke.

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HOW TO CONSTRUCT AN ELLIPSE. 








The eight-centered oval and ellipse here shown is 
worked out by a method I devised some years ago, and 
which I have successfully used in classroom work: 

By a careful selection of radii, an eight-centered 
oval may be drawn which will very nearly coincide 
with the ellipse constructed on the same axes, and may, 
within wide limits, be accepted as a representation of 
it. By this method the use of the curve ruler is avoid- 
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The Eight-Centered Ellipse. 


ed, and symmetry with respect to the axes is main- 
tained. The construction given below is the result of 
an extended series of observations upon eight-centered 
ovals constructed on axes of various proportions, and 
a comparison of these curves with the corresponding 
ellipses. 

In drawing an eight-centered oval, three radii are 
employed. With the shortest radius we describe the 
two arcs which pass through the vertices of the mejor 
axis ; with the longest the two arcs which pass through 
the vertices of the miner axis; and with the third ra- 
dius the four arcs which connect the former; i. e., the 
figure i is an assemblage of eight arcs of circles. 

Wig. 1 represents an ellipse with the osculating cir-

cles—or circles of curvature—at the vertices of the 
minor and major axes. A simple method of determin- 
ing the radii of curvature is-illustrated in Fig. 2. Draw 
the straight lines @ f and a c forming any angle‘at a. 
With a as a center, and with radii a b and a d respec- 
tively equal to the semi-minor and semi-major axes, 
draw the arcs b e and dc. Join e d and through b 
and ¢ respectively draw b g and ¢ f parallel to e d in- 
tersecting a c at g, and af at f; af is the radius of 
curvature at the vertex of the minor axis; and a g the 
radius of curvature at the vertex of the major exis. 

From the similarity of the triangles a ¢ f, a e d, and 
a g b, the student will see that this construction is in 
conformity with a demonstration in the calculus, viz., 
that the radius of curvature at the vertex of an axis is 
a third proportional to the semi-axes. With these 
radii (R and r) the osculating circles in Fig. 1 are 
described. 

One of these circles falls wholly without the ellipse, 
while the other falls wholly withm the curve. It is 
evident, then, that in order to reptesent an ellipse ap- 
proximately by arcs of circles the longest radius should 
be less than R and the shortest radius greater than r. 

The following empirical construction gives the best 
result: Lay off d h (Fig. 2) equal to one-eighth of 
bd. Join eh, and draw c k and b 1 parrallel to e h. 
Take a k for the longest radius (= FR) a / for the 
shortest radius (=r) and the arithmetical mean, or 
one-half the sum of the semi-axes, for the third radius 
(= p) and employ these radii in the well-known con- 
struction for the eight-centered oval. 

In case the student may not be familiar with this 
figure it is illustrated. Let a b and ¢ d (Fig. 3) be 
the major and minor axes. Lay off a e equal to ,, 
and af equal to. p; also lay off c g equal to R, and ch 
equal to ». With‘g’as a centerand g A as a radius, 
draw the arc h k; with thecenter e and radius e ¢ 
draw the arc f k intersecting the former at k. Draw 
the line g k and produce it, making g / equal to R. 
Draw k e and produce; making k m equal to p. With 
the center g and radius g c (=R) draw the arc ¢ |; 
with the center k and-radius k | (= p) draw the arc 
lm; and with the center e¢ and radius e m (=r) draw 
the arc ma. 

Since the remainder of the work is symmetrical with 
respect to the axes, the student will need no explana- 
tion beyond that which jg afforded by the drawing.

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CRACKING THE NUT. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

“A Hard Nut to Crack” covers the ground so cor- 
pletely as to leave little room to comment on same. 
However, any sheet metal worker can procure char- 
coal iron at the present time which he can guarantee 
to his customer that its life will equal that of his own 
if placed on a dwelling where it is not exposed to the 
fumes of acids or gases. But this is an age of stecl; 
and if the manufacturer should return to the produc- 
tion of charcoal iron, could he supply the demand? 

I think the sheet metal worker of to-day does not 
care whether he- gets. Bessemer Open Hearth steel or 
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charcoal iron as long as he gets an article which he can 
recommend to his customer and this he must have 
for the success of his future business. Tin plate, gal- 
vanized and black sheet iron are all in bad repute. 
I think and believe that chemists will bear me out in 
saying that the gases are worked into the body of the 
material and will destroy the same in time. 

Returning to the article at issue: Much depends 
on the kind of a building from which this example is 
to be taken—whether gases or acids existed to destroy 
the body of the metal. Again, raw acid as known to 
the trade should never, in my judgment, be used in 
soldering on a new galvanized iron roof (beg pardon— 
steel). In my practical experience for years past, I 
have always refused to give my guarantee on the life 
of metal, but hold the workmanship up to date.

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PATTERN FOR CONDUCTOR HEAD FOR CREAM. 
ERY OR DAIRY USE. 
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To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN : 

The following demonstration is for developing a 
pattern for creamery and dairy conductor heads, which 
the writer. thinks, would be of great interest to his 
fellow tinks, 

In Fig. 1 you will find sketch of a certain conductor 
head which the writer makes a few of the year around. 
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First, find the required width of supposed head as 
you find in Fig. 1, the lines AB, then mark the center 
as line CD, Then measure one-half the full length of 
pattern as line EF. Then commence to work out from 
the center for the width and height as lines GH and 
same at the top as lines IJ, then mark your cutting 
line allowing 1 inch lap for lock seam as shown by 
lines EI and FJ. Now for the finishing lines, which 
inust be drawn carefully by hand to get the correct 
shape. Also make it a rule to use plenty of eye- 
_ and steady movement, as you see lines GE and 
GF 

You may make it all in one piece if you desire, by 
narking end piece on same pattern, as I have shown 
‘ere, You may notice im Fig. 1 lines KH and HK. 
hey are there shown to make end piece slanting so 
ie milk or whatever is to be conducted through it 
loes not splash out. Notice the semi-circle in end 
niece is cut out for the faucet of weighing tank. 
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This pattern I use quite frequently, and I find no 
difficulty in cutting it. Use your own judgment. As 
the old proverb goes, “God helps them who help them- 
selves.” In Fig. 2 you will find the sideview of eon- 
ductor head. I hope this will be looked upon by-xall 
my brother tinks, and anyone of the creed wishing 
further information, I will be glad to answer all ques- 
tions asked.

GALVANIZED IRON VERSUS ELECTROPLATE 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In regard to the item on the wisdom of using gal- 
vanized iron for roofing, by Mr. Wm. Earley, I wish 
to remark that I do not endorse the advice of Artemus 
Ward to the young man about to be married. I would 
rather tell him “If you are able to meet the obligations 
of married life and have found your proper mate, get 
married and make a man of yourself as nature in- 
tended.” Volumes could be written to support my 
stand on this point, but as this journal is intended for 
another purpose, I only mention this remark because 
I think the comparison a good one, inasmuch as good 
advice in either case can be given only conditionally. 

I regard galvanized iron far superior to the best 
of tin for roofing or any other purpose, where water 
only comes in contact with it. Still I would not 
recommend the use of it for a roof of less pitch than 
2 inches to the foot, or for any roof of such shape that 
requires much soldering to make it water tight, be- 
cause a lap joint on galvanized iron cannot be soldered 
strong enough to withstand the contraction and ex- 
pansion to which the metal is subjected by climatic 
changes. 

On the other hand if a good roof is wanted on an 
even, flat surface provided with proper fall to the eave, 
I would advise the use of galvanized iron, put on 
standing seam fashion, cross seams double locked and 
the seams capped with the edge turned up on the strips, 
otherwise known as “self capping.” 

This kind of a roof will undoubtedly last until the 
building has either changed hands or the owner finds 
it difficult to remember when the roof was put on. 

For a roof of less than 2 in. pitch to the foot, I 
would advise using, for a steep roof which has valleys, 
dormer windows and other obstructions to work 
around, slate which seems to be the right thing. But 
a good and ornamental roof can be constructed of 
galvanized iron shingles which have a strong advan- 
tage over slate on account of the lightness. 

As to the roof mentioned by Mr. Earley, I cannot 
understand how contraction and expansion of the roof 
could effect the down-pipe. I would rather lay the 
cause of the trouble to the settling of the building or 
possibly the ground or paving around the building. In 
any event this trouble could have been avoided if the 
pipe had not been soldered to the outlet of the gutter. 
This should never be done, nor should the down-pipes 
be soldered together but slipped on one another and 
each length supported by the conductor hooks or some 
other kind of fasteners. Then the bursting of pipes 
is a common occurrence, but when one hears of a case 
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of the kind, he can safely bet that the pipe is a round 
one. If corrugated conductor pipes only were used, 
the bursting of pipes would be a thing of the past. 

Before attempting to decide on the advisability of 
using any particular-kind of material for roofing, one 
should consider the conditions and shape of the sur- 
face to be covered and understand the particular nature 
of each of the different kinds of materials, which can 
be used and then look through his book of experience 
and if he has a good memory and sufficient experience, 
it will require but little thought to decide rightly. 

In my opinion galvanized iron deserves the prefer- 
ence to tin where it is practical to use it, and for 
durability it is a close competitor to slate of inferior 
quality.

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Trade Report. 


THE STEEL SITUATION. 

That the steel market is in a turbulent state is evi- 
denced by conditions prevailing in eastern centers. 
Pittsburg manufacturers are so far behind with or- 
ders on their books that new orders are not considered 
except at an advance and principally for future de- 
livery. Advances in the unfinished product to a great 
extent justify this. Leading mills are competing 
sharply for big steel contracts, which are to be let by 
San Francisco building interests, which, it is esti- 
mated, will aggregate 50,000 tons and will be award- 
ed within the next few weeks. Inquiries for struc- 
tural steel are being made from Valparaiso for the re- 
building of that city, and it is expected that the mills 
in the East and central West will book numerous mod- 
erate-sized orders. Temporary cessation of operations 
in some of the big mills in the central West is feared 
as a result of a strike among union engineers in sev- 
eral of the leading plants of that section. 

Railroads continue to buy freely of equipments and 
rolling stock, and electric traction lines are still plac- 
ing fair-sized orders for standard steel rails. Many 


small steam roads are seeking to secure supplementary 
lots for this year’s delivery. 

Pittsburg and New York quotations on billets, bars, 
sheets and plates are firm and holding with no im- 
mediate prospect of a falling off. The production of 


billets is larger than in July or August, but the re- 
quirements of wire mills are extremely heavy and the 
supply remains short in consequence. The leading 
wire interests, it is said, booked the largest wire ton- 
nage during August of any month in its history. Bil- 
lets are $28, Pittsburg, for Bessemer, and $29 for open 
hearth. Steel bar mills are far behind in deliveries, 
and on regular specifications cannot make deliveries 
in less than two months or more, a few sizes being 
possible in slightly less time. The congested condi- 
tion has resulted in premiums on steel bars in some in- 
stances, while business has gene over to. iron bars, 
which show premiums. . The belief is still prevalent 
that there will be an advance in both sheets and tin 
plates before long. 


COPPER MARKET STRONG. 

The copper market continues to show the ‘strength 
which has characterized it for several days. Although 
there has been no falling off in the volume of domestic 
business, the higher prices asked by all producers and 
their selling agencies have checked to some extent the 
buying movement among European consumers who 
were unwilling to pay 19%c per pound for electrolytic 
metal for September shipment. A few fair-sized lots 
of electrolytic copper, however, have been purchased 
for October and November shipments by the con- 
tinental melters on the basis of 19¢ per pound. __ 

Home consumers continued to place heavy orders 
for electrolytic. for November and December deliveries 
at roc per pound, while a few of these domestic melt- 
ers willingly paid 19!4c per pound for small lots of 


this grade which, they discovered available for Sep- 
tember and October shipments. A moderate-sized 
tonnage of lake copper was also contracted for by 
home users on the basis of 19%c for deliveries 
throughout the remainder of this year. Casting 
grades also continued fairly active, but very firm at 
1834c for nearby deliveries. 

Exports from New York and Baltimore within a 
few days, as reported by the New, York Metal Ex- 
change, aggregated 1,950 tons, making the shipments 
in the first 10 days of this month 4,114 tons. Addi- 
tional exports from Pacific coast ports. during August 
involved 400 tons from Seattle, which, with the ship- 
ments from the Atlantic ports during last month, 
make the total exports for August 20,433 tons. 


PIG IRON STILL BULLISH. 


The pig iron situation remains practically 
changed from what it has been for some weeks, the 
bullish features being still in evidence. The great 
scarcity of the metal available for shipment through- 
out the remainder of the year has compelled many fur- 
naces to refuse. orders for such deliveries. The foun- 
dry and forge iron picked up by consumers in small 
lots for October, November and December deliveries 
is bringing premiums of $1 and even $2 per ton. Lead- 
ing melters-continued to cover their requirements 
throughout the first and second quarters of next year, 
and little business is being transacted for deliveries be- 
fore November and December of this year.

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STRUCTUSAL MATERIAL. 

New York distributers have reduced quotations on 
material from stock $3 to $4 a ton, this move no doubt 
having been prompted by the improved deliveries that 
can be secured from the structural mills. The opera- 
tion of the new mill of the Illinois Steel Company at 
its South Works has relieved the local situation, and 
consumers are willing to wait for direct shipments, 
now that they can be made in two to four weeks. The 
demand for semi-fabricated material is, however, un- 
abated, and warehouses report the continued move- 
ment of a large tonnage. Material from stock is now 
quoted on the basis of 2.05¢ to 2.10c, f. o. b. Chicago. 
The contract for a 4,000-ton bridge for western rail- 
road extensions was awarded the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company. Quotations are as follows: Beams and 
channels, 3 to 15 in., inclusive, 1.8614c; angles, 3 to 6 
in., %4-in. and heavier, 1.8644c; larger than 6 in. on 
one or both legs, 1.96%c; beams, larger than 15 in., 
1.96%4c ; zees, 3 in. and over, 1.8614c; tees, 3 in. and 
over, 1.91%4c, in addition to the usual éxtras for cut- 
ting to extra lengths, punching, coping, bending and 
other shop work.

STEEL AND IRON SCRAP. 

The Pittsburgh scrap market is reported in about 
the same condition as reported a week ago. Dealers 
who have scrap in stock believe that prices will be bet- 
ter, and are inclined to hold it, while consumers are 
not willing. to meet the ideas of sellers, and are hold- 
ing off from buying. The market is in the shape of a 
deadlock and comparatively little material is changing 
hands, Heavy steel scrap continues to be held at 
$16.75 to $17 per gross ton, and reports are that of- 
ters of $16.50 by consumers have been turned down. 
Dealers quote other grades as follows, per gross ton: 
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No. 1 wrought scrap, $18.25 to $18.50; bundled sheet 
scrap, $14.50 to $14.75; cast iron borings, $9.75 to 
$10; wrought turnings, $12:25 to $12.50; machinery 
cast scrap, $16; iron axles, $28 to $28.50; steel axles, 
$23.50 to $24. 


Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re 
port: The demand for pig iron for delivery during the first 
half of 1907 continues and inquiries are coming in con- 
stantly from unexpected sources. Some of the important 
consumers who have been holding off have decided that 
nothing will be gained by waiting longer before placing 
contracts, and a considerable tonnage has been sold. 

Iron producers depending on supply of Lake Superior 
ores are considerably alarmed by reason of the notices re- 
ceived from several ore companies cutting down their con- 
tracts because of inability to ship the ore this season. 

There is a decided scarcity of standard grades of ore 
and at present it is a question with a number of furnaces 
whether they will be able to get a sufficient quantity to 
keep their plants in operation until the opening of naviga- 
tion next year. In view of this fact and the probable in- 
creased difficulty in the matter of coke shipments later in 
the season, and the further fact that consumption seems 
to be increasing, it is very strange that iron producers are 
willing to sell at lower prices for delivery during 1907 than 
for the remainder of 1906. All indications at present point 
to as great a shortage of iron early next year as exists now. 

Spot iron, for which there is some urgent inquiry, 
brings about $1.50 per ton more than current quotations on 
next year’s iron. Blast furnace companies evidently are 
keeping prices down so that consumption will not be cur- 
tailed next year, 

The coke situation is serious. Scarcity of labor and 
of cars combined keeps the furnaces on the ragged edge and 
some of them are obliged to bank occasionally. There is 
no immediate prospect of relief, 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: There are so many features in the pig iron situa- 
tion that it is difficult to say which is the most interesting. 
The demand for spot shipment on old orders is strong. 
And the distress of foundrymen who are short of iron is 
annoying. There is a hurry call for more iron than can 
be supplied. The worst of this situation is that the end is 
not in sight. On the contrary there is no doubt at all 
but as we get further along in the year conditions will 
not improve. They are certain to grow more strenuous, and 
in Birmingham, where things are acuter than elsewhere, 
they are predicting that 2 foundry will. go to $20 before 
the end of the year. One of the leading manufacturers of 
Ohio did not believe the stories he heard from us and 
others regarding the scarcity of iron in the south, .He 
wouldn’t take any one’s word for it, and went to Birming- 
ham to make a personal investigation. The result was that 
on his return here he promptly—for he was in need of 
iron—purchased the various odds and ends that were offered 
for the balance of this year. 

As regards actual business, not much has been done in 
1906 iron, because there has not been much iron offered for 
that shipment, What has been offered has found ready 
takers at a premium. As one of the representatives of a 
large Birmingham furnace interest put it, “Spot iron is 
worth pretty much what your conscience will permit you: to 
ask for it.” The heavy tonnage has been for shipment over 
the first half of 1907. Very few furnaces are unwilling to 
sell ahead. In fact most of them have no objection at 
present obtainable prices to sell as far ahead as consumers 
wish to go. It is the general rule, however, to sell for 
the entire first half or not at all. Everything on the list 
is selling freely for 1907, and long before the new year 


comes it is likely that furnace order books will be full. 

The railroads in the south are falling down badly in 
handling coke. They are not able to supply enough empty 
cars and they are not able to move freight quickly. In this 
respect the situation is very bad. In the north things are 
better, but not good enough for any bragging.
